Thia moroiog uahers in anotberyear. Eigbt- 
een hundred and sixtj-fiTe. has disappoand 
like its predecasaors amncg tbe long roll ci 
(he past. Lot iis liopa ihut il has uot clisnp- 
peared in vnin. Lot us hope lhat \vc luc nil 
wiser, that wa are all boltor, lhat wu aio all 
more ohariiabla tlian wo were a year ago-- 
tbat prosporit; baa not madeuavaiDglorious, 
selfHiufficient and intolerant, nor adversity 
leas patient, lesa ladustrioua and loss hopelul. 
The mutability ol e.utlily ihinga should io:icli 
the otiB olasa Uiu iiL'Cusaiiy ol liuiuility and 
the otlior llio uselcssiiass ol ie))iniug. 'ralicii 
aUogethor wu havo not, if wc look at thi; past 
year in a purely cummercial light, much tu 
tbanli it for. We have aufleted beyond all 
former precedent ; our loaaea have exceeded 
all former losses ; but wo have fuiled piiiu-i- 
pally tlirough our own sliortsightcduess . nnd 
here wo hope that with our linaneial misfor- 
tuutB will coino lluit wisdom which is Bener^ 
ally prized tho niont beoaiiso it is dearly 
bongbt.

months be olotbed in beauty, exhaling iis 
perfume in the morning air, and lending a 
aweet radiance to tbe sarronnding aoeoery. 
Let ua, therefore, acoept our financial condi- 
tion as wo do our eeasonal ono an>l rely as 
firmly on mora oheert'ul times. Wo have 
however well-grounded hopes, beyond an> 
alogy and comparison, in our immedi* 
ate proapeota. The mioeral wealth ul 
tbe neighboring colony is beginning to 
unfold itaelf in a manner the most profitable 
as well as liia most altiactivu. Over the 
length and breadth oi British Columbia the 
gold minet will shoitly be plying his voca- 
tion, opening up tha country gradually 
for oaore permanent eettlers. But in this 
aa in many other things, nature demanda the 
energy of tho human mind and tho industry 
of the human body.

rOLL AOCOUMT BY A VICTIM. 

We have been permitted to copy the fol-< 
lowing letter written by one of the victims 
of Mr. Duncan's sense of justice to a gentle- 
man in this city, and wbich, if the state 
ments it contains are tjubstantially true, 
places the recent acta df that oloricul 
magistrate in a more oatr^geous light than 
we had previoasly supposed :— 

H. M, S. Clio. 

Mr. , Sir, — Sitiiaird as I now am I 

want your advice. In the liist place, I will 
give you an account of tbo wliolo proceedioijs. 
Oq the 19th October, I cleared my ve:i--ul at 
New Weslminaler according 10 law, iiiui paid 
duty on everything I had on board. 1 left 
on the 22ud for thu North West Coast, traded 
all the way up as I went, and was very tun- 
cpssful. I passed H. -M. S. Clio lying at an- 
chor at the Mission (.Mr. Duncan's place, I.") 
miles below Fort Simpson). I went on and 
dropped anchor thai night at Fort .Simpson, 
which is oar principal trading station. I bad 
^ nia of papers for Mr. Moflat, the H. B. 
iLtJur, and tDe next morning I look them on 
nbore There I got the news that the Clio 
|j:r<l bf^eo sent up under Duncan's orders, and 
.ii t. ey had taken the sloop Engle. Ttiey 
,0 thai I was going to bo seized, which 
1 . k no notice of, ua I liad nothing on board 
but what tho law ullowed— although 1 was 
well aware how prejadiced Mr. Dnncan and 
the H. B. Ccmpany wore ugair.st tho schooners 
trading there; I simply told iheni 1' had 
nothing to fe ir, as I had no goods on boaril 
but what had paid duly — which wnu nothing 
but the trulti. About S o'clock iliat ni^lit 
one of H- \l. boats carno uKingside wilh 
two olhoers and sixteen armed men ; ihu 
iflicer asked lor ray papers, which 1 gave 
him. llo looked at tlioni, and said he had 
to scaroh. 1 touk the hatches oil. and he 
found evefylhiiu; all right ; but lie said his 
orders were to bring mc alongside of tho ship. 
I told bim it was all right and that I. was 
ready. 1 was not allowed to stay on board 
of my own fessel ; they took me and my 
crow and pat us into no open boat, witiiout 
food or blankets. VVe were two nighis and 
a day before wo i;ol alongside the ship, ai,d 
were almost puri-hcd. Tho ne.\t day I 
aske l the Uaptaiii why I wr 3 detained, wlio 
told mo it was Duncan's orders, and that he 
w'as e.'ipue. iiig hiin then. At nuon lie catno 
on board, and at half- past one a court opened, 
I'he captain and crew uf the lOai^le wore iho 
tirst lo be Iriod. There was no evidence 
to thow why they were detained ; but Mr, 
Duncan said bo should keep them until hs 
could hnd evidence to convict them. Tho 
Captain ol tbo Clio asked hira how Ion;; it 
would take to get tho witnesBca.

TUB RECONSTBOCTION OF TH« OABINKT. 

Whoever dies, the sun still shines in tho 
midday sky, and the world must siill go on 
in its usual round. So long as Lord Palm- 

erston's remains were uninterred nothing vvas 
done to supply his place. Conjeolnro pointed 
to three or fo'jr individuals— Lord John Uus- 
si'll, Lord Clarendon, fjorJ Granville, and 
Mi-, (ihnislon j were iiieiilioned ; but the na- 
tional wound wa,s too green lor any steps 
to be laken Iow.lt.Ih providing a rein(!dy. 
Scarcely, however, had llie la-t sounds id' llio 
moiiriiiii;; Kcrvii.!,' eea?uil, than ^leps Were 
taken to Bi'cure lIu' tlireclioii of public all'.nr^ 
and Lord John Hussell, as llie seni .r in oliice 
aCler tho lato Premier was Burnmoned tiy 
tho Queen. Doubis were Iroely expressed 
whether the noble lord would be i.ttong 
enough for the place, especially tho Tiuie.i, 
wldch was loud and vehement in its ex- 
pre.ssian ol disaalislaolion that the work of 
holding the Govern inont together should have 
been entrusted to hi.i feeble hands. It waa 
e.\pecled tliat Mr. Gladstone would not servo 
under him, and many ware tho tumor.'; of 
discontent and diainclinalion to go on with 
him with which this portion ol the press 
teemed. Dillorencos, however, have been 
allayed. Every ono in otiice adheres to liia 
place ; and no department remains unfilled, 
but thai of the Chaocellorabip ol the Duchy 
of Lancaster, from wbioh Lord Olarenduu 
has been removed lo take the Foreign Of- 
fice Seals, which the nisw Premier bad 10 
resign. No programme has yet been issued, 
but tbo new administraiion — it the Palm- 
erston Cabinet without that noble lord can 
so be called — is believed to be making 
preparation lor the approaching I'arliamontary 
campaign with considerable earneatnesj. 
Public feeling is, however, fur from being 
wilh the Governmont. Lord John Rus.^ell is 
distruslod, and Mr. (iladstone is feared. 
.Measures ol Reform aro reported to bo in 
contemplation, and tho Treasury whips are 
said to bo employed in sounding the more 
exiremo Radicals, whether they will, liy 
either joining tho .Ministorial phalanx nlli- 
cially, or by giving it Pirliuinenlary auppnri, 
help them in their present difemma. llelorra 
is the rock ahead. Tho new .^LF.'s wlio 
were returned at Iho last general election 
as the eupporters of Lord Palmerston are 
free from their obligations by reason of his 
death. Foreign politics do not run smoothly, 
and everybody more or less believes that the 
race of Ihe Whig administration is very 
nearly ran oal. The political finger post 
points steadily lo a general break down, aii 
soon as Parliament meets, and nothing puts 
it down. The wind bag of .Kolus is once more 
opened, and no member of the presuiit Gov. 
ernmont has either tho power or inlliieneo 
again lo bind the storru it has let loose. 
There is no intention to call Parliament to- 
gether until the usual time ; so that for three 
months at least tharo will be no change of 
men, and measures will not bo openly pro- 
raised to give Iho opposition the opportunity 
of combining to promote a general overthrow. 
No factious resistance is aotioipated ; su both 
you and we must bide ouc time till spriag 
approaches. 

FENIANISU. 

'l liis " tempest in a tea pot" has almoat 
pai^.-ied away. Arreals continued to bo made 
and wo new and then hoar of an American 
being nabbed wilh money, anna and ammu- 
nition in ill? possession on the arrival ol iho 
steamers at the Iriah ports and I.,iverpool. 
But so far as Ireland is concerned, ihe whole 
affair is too ridioalous even to have promo'.od 
any very general sympathy amongst '• tho 
linesl peasantry ; '' 1 world," and has been 
most characleri.1 .,.„.iy designated by a mot 
which is in circulation, and attributed to that 
clever wit, Beroal Osborne. The tale goes 
lhat Lord Lieutenant Wodehouse observed to 
this emulator of .Sydney .Smith, tho other 
day, that " ho feared the heat of Kenianisin 
waa very intense ;" to which ho gol ihe leaily 
reply, " Yes ; 'US in llio sliade !'' In spile, 
however, of llio iiilor fi'llv of thu promoiem, 
thoir wild sehemej of a Uepublio, their for- 
mation of a govornmeiil in America, and 
Iheir mischievoaa puri)o,5o.a, theru is a good 
deal of pluck al)onl soinu ut ihein. This is 
prov-.'il by the iidopliuii of a regular lino of 
legnl proc(!L-(liii(i». When thu liovoriinieni 
sei/.od tho Irish I'coijlc journal tliero i,-t vc ry 
little doubt bul that sonw ot Ihe olliciaU 
exceedud their powers. 'I'hey did too niiich 
In co:ise(|ner;co ol Uiis.'llii! owners ol tliiil 
journal ami several olhera have taken out 
proceedings not only again.it .Nir. Struiigo, ihe 
acting niagisirato who issued the writs, bui 
ihoy Btts the Lord Lieutenant himself, and 
seek " to hoist the eogioeer in chiet by his 
own petard." The trials are approaching, 
but nil interest seems to have died out about 
them. Not Iho ghost of a scream seems likely 
lo bo got out of Iho pioceeiUng".

They 
reckoned witnont llieir boat, for .Mr. Howard 
kept Lord John RusjscI! cn couninl for tho 
la-t niiio moiUha so that when tliii poar was 
about to bo plucked, as if lipe, it was dis- 
covered to bo rotten. Sucli loyally ought 
not to go unrecorileil, since but lor ila inani- 
lestation that wbioh ia now flimjily ridioulom 
might have boon very serious. You shall 
have full parlicularH of the trials, and it may 
not be uninteresting fur you lo learn thai 
Judge Kcogli will preside, who, although a 
qtaunob Roman Gutliulic, will not slirink 
from doing his duty. It is not likely, how- 
ever, that there will bo hanging in tho puniah- 
meiiiH, Contempt, with a small ioQiotInn of 
impriaonmoni, will go much farther to crush 
this attempt at rebellion than any foros could 
bring about.
